RACER DIES IN 
EXPLOSION OF 
HYDROPLANE 


Loch Ness, Scotland (JP)—The 


jet-propelled speedboat Crusader 
blew to pieces in a cloud of smoke 
and spray on Loch Ness today, 
carrying British speed ace John 
Rhodes Cobb to death at a three- 
mile-a-minute clip. 


Cobb, out to break the 
world 


hydroplane speed record, was tra- 
velling at about 200 miles an hour, 
witnesses said, when the speedboat 
disappeared in a flurry of spray 
and was scattered in pieces about 
storied Loch Ness. 


Cob's wife saw her 52-year-old 


speed demon husband race to his 
death. She hid her hands in her 
face and turned away as the boat 
exploded. Cobb was picked out of 
the water still alive, but died a 
few moments latei'. 


When the smoke and 
spray 


cleared, only four pieces of the 
wreckage could be seen from the 
shore, and these quickly disappear- 
ed beneath the waters of 
Loch 


Ness, fabled home of the horny- 
headed Loch Ness "monster." 


•The Crusader was roaring down 


the course toward the end of its 
first measured mile. The 31-foot 
speedboat, latest of Cobb's many 
racing vehicles, was skipping up 
and down over the surface. 


Other witnesses said that just 


before the tragedy, Cobb's boat 
had appeared to slow down with 
a aeries of bumps. Then, said one, 
"there was a puff fo smoke—then 
nothing." 


JCobb, the six-foot-tow speed spe- 


cialist who piloted an automobile 
over the Utah Flats at better than 
403 miles an hour 
in 1947—the 


fastest man ever traveled on land 
r-^iad his speedboat specially built 
fo£:the 'attempt at the world water 
speed record. The jet engine WHS 
similar to the ones which propel 
Britain's jet-engined Comet airlin- 
ers. At top speed, the Crusader 
would skim the water on her un- 
dersection and two floats. The 
boat cost 5,000 pounds ($42,000) to 
build. A combination of plywood 
and aluminum alloys were used in 
its construction to give it top 
strength, plus lightness. 


Burn Victim Is In 
Fair Condition At 
The Warren General 


William Putnam, of Titusville, 


is in fair condition this morning 
at Warren .General Hospital, suf- 
fering multiple burns about the 
legs from a freak gas explosion on 
Friday at a new well on a lease 
owned by the Oil Finance Corpor- 
ation, of Delaware. Also injured in 
the accident was Ray Weaver, also 
of Titusville, who was Putnam's 
employer, and who was 
burned 


about the hands in attempting to 
extinguish the blaze in Putnam's 
clothing. He was given emergency 
treatment and discharged. 


Four men' were employed on the 


job at the time, and were engag- 
ed in tubing a well, located on 
Brown Run in 
Mead township, 


which had been shot only Thurs- 
day evening. It was estimated 
that the well was flowing about 
100 thousand feet of gas at the 
time the tubing was being lowered, 
and the men were well sprayed by 
crude oil from the pressure. 


While all fires about the rig were 


out, the men had a small 
fire 


about 100 feet away on which they 
were heating coffee. In some man- 
ner, fumes from the well flowed 
toward the fire which set off the 
explosion. 


None of the others were injur- 


ed in the subsequent fire, and dam- 
age to the rig was not great. A 
quantity of water kept near the 
rigging was used to douse the 
blaze. 


Fortunately, 
Putnam's 
burns 


were confined to his legs. Work- 
men with him are still wondering 
how they all escaped instant death 
as a result of the explosion.

The fluondatibn of Warren's 


water supply has become a very 
live topic of public discussion 
since its presentation to the public 
by the way of the City Council a 
lew •weeks ago. This is as it 
should be. Any topic which vital- 
ly affects the life and health of our 
children should be discussed to the 
housetops before its adoption. The 
o-Uy difficulty m the enlighten- 
ment of the people on such a sub- 
ject as this—a subject which re- 
quires much study and careful re- 
search before a final decision can 
be made—is the apparent lack of 
any" ethical restraint of those who 
oppose it. This is true of any 
change in the status quo. 


This subject has been under sci- 


entific study for over forty years 
in various parts of the country by 
committees of the 
Dental 
and 


Medical Societies. Finally, after 
complete study—checking and re- 
checking as to the exact methods, 
the plan of fluoridation of water 
when it is deficient as a natural 
constituent has been evolved, and 
is now being used in water drunk 
by over 30,000,000 people in this 
country. The complete safety of 
the procedure has been established 
and is consequently not flow a top- 
ic for question. 


The American Medical Associa- 


tion as well as the American Den- 
tal Association are known for their 
conservatism in matters concern- 
ing the public health and their 
very acceptance and advocacy of 
this plan is proof enough to the 
enlightened 
populace that this 


measure is safe, practical and will 
be beneficial to your children and 
a great boon toward building a 
stronger, sturdier- race of Ameri- 
cans to carry on for tomorrow. 


The Warren County Medical So- 


ciety and the Warren County Den- 
tal Association have gone on rec- 
ord as strongly urging you as pa- 
tients, friends and fellow citizens 
to place your support with them 
in establishing this vital 
health 


measuie. Do let your wishes be 
known to the Boro Council in or- 
der that this procedure shall be 
established and the benefits of 
fluoridation in the prevention of 
dental decay and all its complica- 
tions become part of the wonder- 
ful heritage that is America. 


Tooth decay is much more seri- 


ous than most people realize and 
goes much further than a simple 
grinding job. The bacterial in- 
roads from dental decay allow the 
entry of numerous types of disease 
to the blood stream and are al- 
most directly associated witr- sep- 
ticemia and with bacterial invasion 
in hearts damaged by rheumatic 
fever. Thus a measure which pre- 
vents 65% of tooth decay is im- 
portant to the entire population 
and not merely to the children who 
will suffer less from the dental 
problems caused by tooth decay. 


I would strongly urge everyone 


who reads this article to talk to 
your doctor and your dentist—men 
whom you trust and who have 
served you well—on this matter. 
Find out what they think about it 
and why they are for it. Be slow 
to absorb the loud pseudo-scientific 
distortions that come from outside 
our community. Remember that 
getting behind a community pro- 
ject such as this is the Ajnencan 
way to give your child and your 
neighbors' child an even break to 
have as good health as the next 
fellow—at no gresfter sacrifice to 
yourself than the cost of its estab- 
lishment and operation, -which is 
infinitesimal when compared with 
its long term effect on the preser- 
vation of our public health.

Summer Accident 
Rate at New Low 
In Highway Dep't 


Hamsburg— The Pennsylvania 


Department of Highways has won 
its long battle to level off the sum- 
mer time accident date, Secretary 
of Highways E. L. Schmidt has an- 
nounced. 


For years accidents among high- 


way employes soared to peaks in 
June, July and August far out of 
line with the rate tor the remain- 
ing months of the year. This is 
the season of greatest activity 
with patching, repair and replace- 
ment of guard rails, ditching and 
mowing in full swing. 


In 1949 June and August acci- 


dent rates reached new peaks. This 
prompted Safety Engineer Fred 
E. Goodhart to redouble the em- 
phasis on safety. July and August, 
1950, remained high but in August 
1951, the rate was reduced by half. 


In 1952 the accident rate among 


highway workers dropped off to a 
new low in March and has held 
that level through flie summer 
months.

Another helpful 
factor has been the eye examina- 
tions which were given to every 
employe. These discioied 2400 em- 
ployes, who failed to realize they 


had defective eye sight, needed 
spectacles. 
Greater and constant 


emphasis on safety and a desire to 
maintain the Department's excel- 
lent safety record, which has 
brought it a National 
Safety 


Council award, have been other 
factors in the effort to reduce the 
number of employes killed 
and 


maimed in performance of their 
hazardous duties.

Hew Ruling Governs 


Out-of-State Drivers 


Out-of-state drivers who apply 


for operators' licenses in Pennsyl- 
vania will be required to undergo 
the regular examination beginning 
next Wednesday, October 1. 


Otto F. Messner, Secretary of 


Revenue, explained that, the step 
was being taken ife the interest of 
greater safety on the highways. 


"It has been 
the custom in 


Pennsylvania to waive tne tests 
and to grant driving privileges 
here to a motorist who had a cur-- 
rent operator's license from anoth- 
eer state with a standard exami- 
nation system. 


"Chief faults in the policy of 


waiving examinations were the un- 
familiarity of the newcomer with 
the Pennsylvania 'rules 
of 
the 


road,' and his wrong interpreta- 
tion of traffic signs in this state." 


Other states, Messner said, had 


been waiving driving exams for 
holders of 
Pennsylvania 
cards. 


According to'the American Asso- 
ciation of Motor Vehicles Admin- 
istrators, all states except South 
Dakota now are giving minimum 
standard examinations. 


The only exception to the new 


regulation, the secretary announc- 
ed will be for members of the 
Armed Services, and then only if 
their application is supported by a 
report of examination by the safe- 
ty unit at the post or field where 
the man is located. A "G. I.".per- 
mit or license will not be accepted.
